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WRIGHT DENOUNCES 
THE POOLING BILL

For That Reason He is Against it— He 
Also Claims that Capital is Unwit* 
tingly Bringing About a Silent Rev­ 
olution—Speech Made Before the 
American Economic Association. 


N e w Y o r k , Dec. 28.—At yesterday’s 
session of American Economic associa­ 
tion United States Labor Commissioner 
Carroll D. W right delivered an ad­ 
dress o d the great Chicago strike. 
Ile 
said: 
“ The great strike which occurred at 
Chicago in June and July last and 
which was in reality a combination 
strike and boycott, was an epochal 
event, because it emphasized certain 
principles which are now recognized 
as essential in the government man­ 
agem ent and operation of railroads 
and for other reasons. 
“ The chief reason, however, to my 
own mind, th at the Chicago strike is 
an epoch making event, lies in the 
fact th at it constitutes a subordinate 
elem ent in a revolution which is quiet­ 
ly taking place in this country. 
It is 
n o t necessary, in this presence, for me 
to say th at I approach this part of my 
subject from a standpoint entirely op­ 
posed to state socialism, a system I 
have no faith in. 
Nor need I assert 
th a t I approach it from a point of view 
antagonistic to w hat is known as com­ 
pulsory arbitration. 
I approach it, 
further, from the point of view th at 
neither the federal nor state govern­ 
m ent can or ought to be allowed as a 
rule to regulate rates of wages or 
prices of commodities. 
In 1887 the congress a t the demand 
of the shippers of the country and in 
their interest, as it was supposed, 
made the declaration th at all charges 
made for any service rendered or to 
be rendered in the transportation of 
passengers or property on interstate 
railroads, or in connection therew ith, 
o r for the receiving, delivering, stor­ 
age or handling of such property, 


J in the interest of the shippers ana the 
I public welfare. 
Will the railroads 
now consistently demand and keep 
their lobby employed to secure the ex­ 
tension of the same principles to labor 
and thus give their employes the 
status of semi-public service and thus 
help to prevent or reduce the number 
of strikes on all the interstate roads 
logically on all roads? 
“ I can now answer why it is th at tho 
Chicago strike is epochal In its influ­ 
ence as a subordinate phase of a silent 
revolution—a revolution probably in 
the interest of the public welfare. 
It 
is because the events of th at strike 
logically demand that another decla­ 
ration of law and of the principles of 
the federal government shall be made; 
a declaration th at all wages paid, as 
well as charges for any service ren­ 
dered in the transportation of prop­ 
erty, passengers, etc., shall be reason­ 
able and just. 
It should be provided th at some au­ 
thority be established for the regula­ 
tion of wage contracts on railroads, 
not for a compulsory adjustment, as 
now provided for the adjustm ent of 
freight rates, so th at there would be 
little inducement under it on the part 
of railroads to pay unjust and unrea 
sonable wages, and on the part of em­ 
ployes to quit work when they were 
just and reasonable. 
I think I recog­ 
nize the distinction which you of 
the Economic association would make 
between government adjustm ent of 
freight rates and like adjustm ents of 
wage rates, and I fully agree th at 
while the government can fix the com­ 
pensation of its own employes, in can 
not and ought not to attem pt arbitra­ 
rily to fix th at of the employes of rail­ 
roads, but I further recognize th a t it 
is the right a n d . duty of the govern­ 
ment to prevent the interruption of in­ 
terstate commerce and the obstruction 
of the mails, and th at in the exercise 
of this right it ought to have a voice 
in m aking the term s and adjusting the 
conditions of the employment and of 
the employes engaged in such ser­ 
vice.”

“ But this declaration was emphatic­

I site it only to show the second phase 
of the silent revolution to which I re 
ferred. 
This pending legislation is

try , and its passage is being aided by 
a powerful lobby in their service. The 
railroads base their advocacy of the 
the bill on the claim th at it will be for 
tile interest c f the shippers to have 
such b law. 
The bill provides for a 
great trust, w ith the government of 
the United States as the trustee. When 
the first bill to regulate commerce was 
passed the great and powerful wedge 
of state socialism was driven one quar­ 
te r of its length into the tim ber of con 
servative government. 
The pending 
bill the moment it becomes a law will 
drive the wedge three quarters of its 
length into the timber. 
There will 
then be needed but one more blow to 
drive the wedge home and th at blow 
will come a t the instance of business 
and not of labor—entire government 
control of all the railroads of the 
country instead of partial control un­ 
der the laws now existing or proposed. 
“ This blow will be struck in the 
most seductive way. 
It will come 
through a demand that the govern 
nient shall take charge of the roads, 
not purchase them, shall take charge 
of the roads and out of the proceeds of 
the transportation business guarantee 
to the existing stockholders of the 
roads a small but reasonable rate of 
dividend.

S o m o n a u k , 111., Dec. 28.—When the 
officers of W right & Stevens’ bank got 
to the bank a t 7:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning they found the floor strewn 
w ith papers, the vault door open, the j 
safe blown to pieces, and nearly #8,000 
in cash gone. 
It was a clever piece of 
work, done by clever cracksmen, who 
used sledges, chisels, and nitro-glycer- 
ine on the vanlt and got away safely 
w ith their plunder. 
Mr. W right and 
Charles V. Stevens, his partner in the 
bank, assert a line of circumstantial 
evidence already uncovered is likely 
to lead to the arrest of the crackamen 
w ithin a few days. 
The loss will in 
no way affect the integrity of the 
bank. 
Mr. Stevens says the firm has 
a balance of $50,000 w ith its Chicago 
correspondents th at was available a t 
any time. 
The men who robbed the bank began 
the evening by breaking into Smith’s 
blacksmith shop and stealing a sledge 
hammer, a couple of chisels and a 
crowbar. 
A single blow of the sledge 
seems to have been all th at was re­ 
quired to knock the handle from the 
outside door of the vault, and the inner 
one offered little 
more 
resistance. 
Then the chisels were brought into 
play and the door of the supposed bur­ 
glar proof safe was pried sufficiently 
out of place to allow the introduction 
of the nitro-glycerine. 
The explosion 
which followed entirely wrecked the 
door, blowing it from its hinges and 
throw ing imelocks, combinations, and 
the bolts in fragm ents about the vault. 
So great was the shock the heavy brick 
walls of the vault, two feet thick, were 
badly cracked. 
The money taken was 
mostly in currency, though .several 
hundred dollars in gold and a sack of 
silver also 
were taken. Nearly $600 
w orth 
of 
diamonds and 
other 
jewelry belonging 
to Mrs. 
Scho­ 
field, 
a 
w ealthy widow 
of 
Somonauk, were also taken. 
Several 
citizens heard the explosion, but the 
night was stormy and they paid no a t­ 
tention to it. 
It is apparently con­ 
ceded by all th at the job was done by 
first class talent.

NEW CHARTER LIKED 
BY THE COMMITTEE 


UNIFORM ACT, IN A MODIFIED 
FORM IS FAVORED. 


Some Provisions Need Changing Bot 
the Aldermen to Whom the Matter 
W as Referred, It is Said Are Unan­ 
imous in Favor of Adopting it With 
Alterations 


Janesville, in ail probability, will 
be workibg under a now city charter 
before many months pass by. 
The 
special committee of the common 
council to whom 
the question of 
adopting the uniform 
charter law 
was referred, held their meeting last 
evening in the city clerk’s office. 
The 
committee 
consists 
of 
Aldermen 
Baines, Child, Winslow, Smith and 
Heddles. 
All the 
members 
were 
present except 
Alderman Winslow, 
who was absent from the city. 
The 
charter was read and discussed, the 
committee being unanimous that the 
provisions 
were 
much 
better for 
Janesville than 
the present char­ 
ter. 
The new regulations, however, 
were not wholly approved,and no defi­ 
nite results were reached at this meet­ 
ing. 
The committee desires to have 
the uniform charter so far as it relates 
to cities of our grade or class, com­ 
piled by itself, eliminating all refer­ 
ences, so that its reading may be bet­ 
ter understood. 
Then there are a 
number of provisions which are left 
optional 
wit*, a _ common council, 
which the committee .bisk vt oui* be 
better if amended so as to mean but 
one thing. 
For instance, one provis­ 
ion leaves it optional with a common 
council whether there shaU be a board 
of public works, or a street commis­ 
sioner and a committee from the coun­ 
cil in the place of the board.

C o m m ittee F av o r th e Id ea. 
The opinion prevails that the boird 
of public works should be mandatory. 
However, the committee will ha unani­ 
mous in their report, and it is intim a­ 
ted that the report will be in favor of 
the uniform law. 
In very many respects the charter is 
an improvement over the old law 
under which the city is now acting. 
While it gives the common council al­ 
most unlimited powers in a legislative 
way, it makes the mayor the real ex­ 
ecutive head of the city government, 
and not a figure head. 
His hands are 
untied in executing the city em i­ 
nences. 
The common council can 
legislate, and the board of public 
works perform the duties now devolv­ 
ing 
upon 
the 
street 
com­ 
missioner 
“ under 
direction 
of 
the 
aldermen 
of 
the 
ward” 
as is now the 
custom. 
In other words, the council can only 
be blamed for not authorizing, etc., 
certain classes of improvements, the 
board of public works, in a larger 
measure than the street commissioner, 
being responsible for the work done. 
The charter, in itself, is not a long one 
when all foreign references are omit­ 
ted, and it is more than probable that 
when it is properly compiled it will be 
ordered published for the benefit of 
the people who are just now interest­ 
ed in its provisions. 
It requires a 
three-fourths vote of the council to 
make a change, but the indications are 
that the vote will be unanimous when 
the question comes before the council.

Though stolid 
and sphinxliko in demeanor, tho Indian 
has the feelings aud affectious common 
to human beings. 
With no educational advantages they 
are men of remarkable sense, often ap­ 
proaching a high order of ability. The 
old chief of the Sioux nation, Spotted 
Tail, was a striking figure, whether 
taken physically or intellectually. The 
late Mis. Elizabeth W7inans, a Sioux 
woman, during a life of Christian serv­ 
ice for her people was actuated by a 
purpose as pure aud noble as that shown 
by any philanthropist of the country. 
Among the Indians are fine natural 
orators and statesmen equaled by few- 
educated white men. 
Under education 
they have shown themselves quick and 
ready learners, competing easily with 
white pupils of the same age. I have 
observed them at thier studies and am 
convinced that they are as capable as 
white children of grasping the ordinary 
branches taught in the common schools. 
It has been my pleasure to hear ad­ 
dresses from full blooded Indian college 
students which would do credit to un­ 
dergraduates of \~ale or Harvard.—Sen­ 
ator Kvle in North American Review.
